WAS HE THROWN ON THE TRACK? 


Circumstances Surrounding the 
Killing of Fred A. Cooke. 

Ever since the death of Fred A. Cooke, who 
was killed by a Cottage Grove avenue car 
near Forty-fifth street the night of Sept. 13, 
his relatives have been making a vain search 
to find out where he lived at the time of his 
death and what he was doing between the 
hours of 6 p. m., when he left the store on 
South Water street where he worked, and 9:20 
p. m., when he was killed. Mr. Cooke was 
lying insensible on the track when the car ran 
ovér him, and, from the evidence given at the 
inquest, could not have lain there more than 
three minutes. Whether he was placed there 
by some one who thus tried to make away with 
him or whether he stumbled and fell uncon- 
scious as he was c the track is not 
known. His death is the more liar 
when taken in consideration with the fact that 
some years ago his father, brother, ool two 
sisters wrens murdered without any apparent 
cause by a hired man at their home in La 
Chute, Conake asmall town near Montreal. 
The murderer chopped the bodies into small 
fragments and then gave himself up, confes- 
sing his crime. but giv no excuse for it. 
An attempt was made to ch him, but this
